"There were lots of funny things about 
the war," said CoL Frederick Martin of 
the Brooklyn Elevated the other day, 
"now that you think of them when the 
tears are dried away, and about the fun- 
niest things I recall were the queer arti- 
oles the boys used to pick up on the march 
and the eccentric way in which tiiey'd 
cote 'em along to finally adorn some ditch 
by the wayside. 
Stragglers were the 
worst at this, but all the fellows were bad 
«nough. 
Whenever 
the army 
went 
liixough a first family residence the boys 
vonld capture what struck each as most 
attractive, and some of their tastes were 
peculiar. 
They had a great weakness for 
cradles. 
You may ask me what a man 
treading his way to the front wanted with 
a mahogany cradle, and I'm blest if I 
know, but they took 'em. 
First one man 
would back a cradle and cart it a dozen 
miles: then he'd begin to cuss and finally 
drop it. 


"Now you'd suppose that any ordinary 
idiot would just look at a cradle as it lay 
m the road and pass on, but they wouldn't. 
Some one would be certain to pick it up 
and lug it few miles further into the Con- 
federcy. 


"I recall one cradle that traveled 100 
miles on blue backs before it went to in- 
crease the blaze of a mess fire. Somehow 
they seemed to think vaguely that there 
was a chance of getting the infant soother 
home, but they never succeeded. 


"The funniest thing I ever saw carried 
was a looking glass high as your head 
and two feet wide. 
I saw it first in the 
parlor of a central Virginian mansion and 
next on a soldier's back headed for Peters- 
burg. 
Then I lost sight of it for two days 
and found it again propped up against a 
tree forty miles further along. 
The next 
day I saw it traveling tenderly on a strag- 
gler's back. He had his gun in one hand 
and had somehow strapped the glass so 
that he could get along without holding 
fast to it. 


"Well, this fellow must have got tired, 
for the next day a third man had it and 
the next a fourth. This chap toted it on 
to the lines at Petersburg. 
He set it up 
against a tree, took a long, regretful look 
at full length of his shabby self and turned 
away with a sigh. 


"It was just as well that he did. 
The 
next minute along cameaminie bullet, 
buzzing like a hornet, and hit the glass 
square in the center and smashed it into 
a frame full of c ^ k s radiating from 
around the hole. 


The heavier and the more useless things 
were the more they clung to them, even 
combining to escort pianos into untimely 
graves in mud holes; but the man who 
could steal a rocking chai|t^ was a white 
robed angel in his own mind and the ob- 
ject of universal envy. 


"Another funny thing was to have the 
sutler strike the camp loaded with con- 
densed milk. 
I've seen a whole regiment 
sitting on a fence, each man with a wiilk 
can in one hand dipping out the thick 
white stuff with his forefinger and licking 
it off with an expression of beatitude that 
would make a Raphaelite saint look sick 
in comparison."—New York Sun.

At a meeting of railroad managers in 
Commissioner Fink's office m New Tork 
Friday, the following decisions were 
made: Bfileage tickets are abolished. 
Ministers are allowed reduced fares. 
Excursion tickets are defined to mean a 
round trip ticket sold at a reduced rate 
to a person who, under conditions, de- 
sires to make a journey within a given 
time to a given point and return, and 
the intention of the law is taken to be 
that all questions of restriction,;iimitation, 
place and faree are to be left to the dis- 
cretion of the railway cvnpanies inter- 
ested respectively.

Differential fares for through 
and competitive business are to be 
established by consultation and agre»- 
medt.

LIGNITE, which is half-formed coal, 
has not, up to this time, attracted much 
attention as a combustible ; but there 
are several parts of the eartli in Avhich 
it is found in abundance; in some cases, 
iiotably in Italy, to the exclusion of 
coal. In Italy, there is no coal; the 
railway locomotives are kept going by 
means of imported coal, and if Italy 
were to go to war, it would not be able 
even to keep up its railway service; 
for coal is, above moat things, a contra- 
band of war. 
The Italian Government 
has taken this matter up, and has given 
orders to its railway service to make tjie 
locomotives such that either coal or lig- 
nite may be burned by them; and this will 
give a stimulus to the working of the ex- 
tensive beds of lignite which lie about the 
center of the peninsula, half way be- 
tween the Mediterranean and Adriatic. 
On the line of the Northern Pacific and 
pn the 
Canadian Pacific Railways, 
lignite is found in great quantities, and 
locomotives will be constructed for its 
utilization.

A DINNER AT DELMONICO>8.

IHurlnc the Winter Season. 


I happened to go into Delmonico's the 
etMday in ordspr^ find» oat what kind 
' 
one. éôiud 
fS^^lO a 


pJàÙf. The party was to lie one of a 
dcesen gentlemen, 
after satisQring 
fiíij^stíí that tor f 101. plate there would be 
quite inough to eat and to drink to make 
every one of the party remember the din- 
ner for at least a week, I fell into conver- 
sation with the steward of the horse as 
to the number of-i^inners of this kind 
which his establishment furnishes. It 
will amase most people to know that it Is 
the exception during the winter season 
when there are not four or five private 
dinner parties given every nighit in the 
upstairs room at Delmonico's, at prices 
ranging all the way from |6 to $50 a plate. 
The larger the party the more reasonable 
the term. The average price is about |8, 
which includes three or four kinds of 
wines and cigars. There have been din- 
. n ^ that cost more than $50 a plate, but 
the money 
spent upon elaborate pres- 
ents to be put at each plate instead of 
upon delicacies of the season, or rather 
not of the season, for the aim at such din- 
ners is to astonish the guests by setting 
before them things that they rarely see In 
every day life. 


The Delmonico steward is something of 
a genius in the way of running up the 
cost of a dinner without endangering the 
life of the diner, but even he is sometimes 
at the end of his resources and has to be 
helped along by his guests. It is told that 
one evening he was horrified at a tremen- 
dous crash of glassware and china in one 
i>f the rooms, wid rushed up expecting to 
find that some of the young men at a select 
party of twenty had been murdered. In- 
stead of this it was only a little amuse- 
ment at the expense of the glassware and 
the young fool who gave the dinner; the 
bill had proved so insignificant—only 
about $30 a plate—that all the glassware 
had been smashed in order to bring it 
up to a respectable figure. In confidence 
the steward informs me that, as a matter 
of fact, one gets quite ^as good a dinner 
for $10 as for $50, for that the very num- 
ber of dishes offered to the guests at the 
most reckless of these entertainments pre- 
vents anything like true appreciation of 
their merits. 


The Chamber of Commerce gives a 
yearly dinner, for which it pays $20 a 
plate, but the instructions are that the 
quality rather than quantity shall be con- 
sidered, and there is no better dinner than 
that which the Chamber offers its guests. 
Just at present the season for these little 
dinner parties has reached its height, be- 
fore the ball season begins, and there is 
considerable rivalry between Delmonico's, 
the Hoffman house and the Hotel Bruns- 
wick as to which one shall receive the 
cream of this business. For very large 
dinners the first named seems to have the 
preference, bnt for dinners of less than a 
hundred covers the other houses are sharp 
competitors. 
For $10 a plate I was 
offered the following dinner, given in a 
luxurious private parlor and with every 
possible elegance of service: Oysters, 
soup, pateé; Mlmoh, lamb, vegetables of 
several ki^ds, roast beef, chops, French 
peas, water ice punch, ted head duck, 
salads, ices, fruit, coffee and the follow- 
ing wines for fourteen persons. Seven 
bottles of Sauteme, two bottles of sherry, 
six bottles of Bordeaux, eight bottles of 
champagne, six bottles of Apollinaris 
water and liqueurs—in all thirty bottles. 
—New York Cor. Brookyn Eagle. 


Demoralised New Yorlcer». 


The reduction of fares on the Sixth 
avenue elevated has convinced me that 
coming down town in the morning shows 
one how demoralized New York men are. 
It used to be my boast that I had never 
stood up in a street car, but the record is 
of no value now.

WHAT 
VOUbOO' WORSHIP IS. 


The Sisniflcation of tike Word *'Voadoo.** 
Worship in Ilayti—Temples. 


Sir >Sp^ni^; Jit:^ohn gives a very 
flpixited desi^tl^n of Voudoo woilhlp in 
H^yti. ''Aectorciiifg to the true sec^tarffii 
of^eVoudoos,!^' he says, "who maintain 
its prfiaciple and pbey its rules, 'Voudoo* 
slj^ifles an allpbwerful and supeniatiilBal 
being on whom depend all the events 
which take place in the world. This 
being is the non-venomous serpent—one 
so common in Hayti—and it is under its 
auspices that all those assemble who pro- 
fess this doctrine. Acquaintance with 
the past, knowledge of the present, pre- 
science ofthe future, all appertain to this 
serpent, that only consents, howevw, to 
communicate liis power and prescribe his 
will through the otgan of a grand priest, 
whom the secretaries elect, and still more 
by that of the negress, whom the love of 
the latter had raised to the rank of high 
priestess. These two delegates, who de- 
clare themselves inspired by their god or 
in whom the gift of inspiration is really 
manifested, in the opinion of their fol- 
lowers, bear the pompous name of 'king' 
and 'queen,' or the despotic one of 'mas- 
ter' and 'mistress, ' or the touching titles 
of 'papa' and 'mamma.' They are dur- 
ing their whole lives the chiefs of the 
great family of the Voudoos, and they 
have a right to the unlimited respect of 
those who compose it. It is they who de- 
cide if the serpent agrees to admit a can- 
didate into the society, who prescribe the 
obligations and the duties be has to ful- 
, fill; it is they who receive the gifts and 
! presents which the gods expects as a just 
j homage to him. 
I 
"To disobey them, to resist them, is to 
I disobey God himself and expose one's self 
I to the greatest misfortvmes. This system 
of domination on the one hand and of 
blind obedience on the other being well 
established, they at fixed dates meet to- 
gether and the king and queen of the 
Voudoo preside, following the forms 
which were probably brought from Africa 
and to which Creole customs have added 
many variations and some traits which 
betray European ideas, as for instance 
the scarf or rich belt which the queen 
wears at these assemblies, and which she 
occasionally varies." 


As for the practice of Voudoo worship, 
it is well to say that of the votaries in 
Hayti there seem to be two classes— 
those who worship the serpent and offer 
animal sacri lice to appease his wrath or 
court his favor, and those wlio kill human 
beings and not only offer them as sacri- 
fices, but eat their flesh. Of the former 
fully 15 per cent, of the inhabitants of 
Hayti are alleged to be given over to that 
kind of Voudooismto a certain extent; of 
the latter sufficient has been told. 
The 
temples of theVoudoo are generally small, 
unpretentiou."» wooden buildings—called 
by the natives Humfort—aud are scat- 
tered generally throughout the interior of 
Hayti. 
Some of them are most incon- 
gruous in their interior decorations, and 
one situated a little distance back of 
Heaux du ('ap was profusely decorated 
with illntiations from colored weekly 
pamphlets, 
interspersed 
with 
gaudy 
chromoic pictures of various saints.— 
New York World.

Geoi'ge Washington's Kroiiomy.

horses with hay.

they are not used, or any other horse that 
is at liberty and able to provide for 
itself. 


* * * I can plainly perceive that in a 
little time (after saving what oats I 
wanted for seed another year) there will 
be nothing either for my negroes or horses 
to eat without buying, which will neither 
comport with my interest or inclination. 
By Stuart's report I find that he still con- 
tinues to feed horses with corn instead of 
cut oats, as I diiectcd. 
What tAVO saddle 
horses are those which stand in the Man- 
sion House report? I know of none but 
the one Mr. Whitling used to ride."

Grafting Frog'a Flesh Upon » Man. 
An interesting operation of flesh graft- 
ing, which was one of the discoveries of 
M. Paul Bert, has just been performed 
by a young French surgeon named Dr. 
Dubousquet-Labordire. 
A workman had 
his foot scorched by molten iion and the 
skin was destroyed over a surface of about 
eight inches by four. Dr. Dubousquet 
took four strips of flesh from.the thigh of 
a young man and four from a frog and 
transferrd them to the wound. 
By great 
care the wounds healed in a few days. 


The cicatrice obtained by the frog's skin 
was vsoft, elastic and inodorous; that from 
human flesh was a little strained, harder, 
and produced irritation on some points. 
The patient has now been able to resume 
his occTipation. 
The result of the opera- 
toin is of great imp >rtance in showing the 
superiority of frog skin, while on t h e 
other hand human flesh is not always to 
be had in .suflicient quantities for b u m s or 
wounds of any size, and the dissection of 
strips is very painful.—Galignani's Mes- 
senger. 


Saratoga's Toboggan Slide. 


The people of Saratoga have something 
to look forward to in the way of pleasure 
in the great toboggan slide that has been 
erected there. W. B. Gage, one of the 
proprietors of the United States hotel, 
was in New York the other day and fell 
to talking about tobogganing at Saratoga. 
Among other things he said: ' Our tobog- 
gan hill will be nearly half a mile in 
length. 
The length of the slide last year 
was 2,400 feet. This year it will be 3,500 
or 2,600 feet.

Joe Howard, Jr., on Cranks. 


Mr. Howard spoke with little efforfc and 
In an ordinary tone, using no gesture, 
•[^e subject was '' Cranks.'' Mr. Howard 
said that cranks, as a rule, were i)eople 
who held opinions contrary to those held 
by the majority. These opinions, while 
being very good at times, were not ac- 
cepted by common humanity because 
common humanity could not understand 
them. All the great inventors were con- 
sidered cranks. 
Fulton was considered a 
crank, yet in history he is revered and 
looked upon as a great man, Elias Howe, 
• the inventor of the sewing machine, 
which was of great benefit to hundreds ot 
thousands of women, was a crank. 
His 
fellows spoke slightingly of him when he 
was engaged in perfecting his great in- 
vention, but he lived to enjoy the fruits 
of his brain and sagacity. Eli Whitney 
was a crank, yet he did a great service for 
mankind. 
The most scientific men of 
the age in which Professor Morse lived 
pronounced him to bo a crank, yet his 
name is now surrounded by a bright hido 
in the histoiT of om* country. 


The lecturer referred to other men 
who were benefactors and inventors who 
were stigmatized as cranks. He said that 
there were several hundred men in New 
York city who are worth millions of dol- 
lars and who work harder than men in 
their employ so that they may add to their 
fortune. They wanted to be the richest 
men on earth. They were undoubtedly 
cranks on this one subject—that of money 
making. 
A. T. Stewart wanted to be the 
great American merchant prince, and he 
was. 
He conceived the idea of erecting a 
magnificent white marble business build- 
ing, which never would be marred by a 
business sign, rie was a crank on tils 
subject, and he had his way. Yet he 
died, and in a short time the entire btdld- 
Ing was covered with signs.—Joseph 
Howard, Jr.
